Narrow Escape of Autoboats. 


The escape of three of seven autoboats 
participating in a race was miraculous, Four 
reached port in safety, but the three limped 
to refuge at the four mile crib just in time 
avoid destruction. 

Seven of the boats that were saitceal in the 
handicap race for four or five horsepower 
auto craft were well under way over the 
ten mile course when the storm sprang up. 
In spite of the protests from the judges 
Commodore Theodore Weise of the auto- 
boat fleet refused to permit the 29 greta 
boats to putout. | 

When the storm broke the craft 
able hurried back to the starting place, 
three were disabled by the flooding of ine 
coil and battery compartments by the, waves, 
which dashed clear over the boats, arenehfog 
the crews. 

The four boats that withstood the wind dnd 
rain and waves came into the hafbor at Van 
Buren street one by one, and it was nét until 
the last of the four arrived that any alarm 
was felt for the three that had ps "te 
sighted.

Crisis in Kaiser’s Hands.

This answer, of course, is equivalent to @ 
declaration that the Anglo-French-Spanish 
compact; must stand. Germany cannot ac 
cept it without abandoning her chief conten- 
tions. 

If France under further pressure on Mon~- 
day gives way completely the issue then 
comes directly between Germany and Great 
Britain, for no conferencé is possible with- 
out British. participation.

Meantime it is wisest to say nothing about 
the preparations for all eventualities, which 
are proceeding actively in the three coun- 
tries concerneu.

Morocco Only a Pretext. 
The plausible list of grievances which Gere 
many has formulated is chiefly significant for 
the indirect light it throws upon the kaiser’s 
attitude and his probable plans. It makes 
abundantly clear that the Morocco question 
is merely the first weapon of attack. The 
kaiser has had a long score against Prance, 
which he is determined to avenge. He be- 


| lieves the opportunity is now in his grasp, 


and he may be expected to make the utmost 
use of it. Whether his motives of aggrandize- 
ment as well as revenge will lead him to go 
to the point of war is not quite clear. His 
policy thus far has been provocative as weil 
as aggressive, and he certainly has succeed- 
ed in convincing the French authorities that 
he prefers war to peace, 


Situation Splendidly 

The situation has become splendidly dram. 
atic. Never have international! politics pre 
sented a spectacle of such absorbing interest. 
Napoleon himself was scarcely a greater 
figure than the man who today is seeking to 
control the destinies of Europe. His qual 
ities in several respects surpass those of the 
little Conqueror. He has the samie inordinaté 
ambition, is tempered with patience and 
caution, and his mastery of statecraft equals 
the military genius of Napoleon, who after 
all was a mere devastator. Half of Europe 
fears Emperor William will emulate him 
with the sword. The temptation upon him 
at the present moment is stupendous. He 
fully believes what his lieutenants have said 
this week, that France is at his mercy. He 
fears France and England together less than 
England alone, for if England destroys hig 
navy and ports France must pay the bik 
The issue of peace rests in his hands ard hig 
alone. We shall soon know whether his 
Napoleonic ambition is accompanied by @ 
Napoleonic lack of conscience.

BIG GUNS WON VICTORY 


NAVAL EXPERT AWARDS TRI- 
UMPH TO TOGO’S SHIPS. 


Official Report Received at Washing- 
ton Shows That ‘Vietory Was Won 
Primarily by the Heavy Fighting 
Craft—Torpedo Boats and Destroy- 
ers Not Sent Into Action Until the 
Enemy’s Ships Had Been: Crippled 
and Demoralized. 


Washington, D. C., June 17.—[Special. |~—or 
greatest importance to the American people 
in connection with the upbuilding of the 
navy is the official information which 
reached here today giving the causes of the 
destruction of Vice Admiral Rojestvensky’s 
fleet by the command of Admiral Togo. This 
information establishes the fact that gunfire 
was the prime cause of the Japanese success 
and that the secondary Cause was the tor- 
pedoes discharged by what must have seemed 
to the demoralized Russians an innumerable 
flotilla of torpedo boat destroyers and tor- 
pedo boats. Above all, however, it empha- 
sizes the triumph of the battleship and rele- 
gates the torpedo boat to the position of a 
valuable auxiliary. 

The information comes from a naval expert 
who had been instructed to make a careful 
inquiry as to the relative importance of the 
battleship and the torpedo boat in battle. 


Report of the Expert. 

His report as sent to the navy department 
is as follows: — 

“ According to latest official reports the fol- 
lowing ships of the Russian fleet were sunk 
by gunfife aloné: Oslabya, battleship of 
13,000 tons; protected cruiser Svietlana, 3,800 
tons; armored coast defense ship Admiral 


| Oushakoff; one convérted cruiser, one trans- 


port, and six torpedo boat destroyers, 

“The following ships of the Russian fleet 
received serious injuries from gunfire and 
were afterwards torpedoed and sunk: Battle- 
ship Borodino, 14,000 tons; battleship Alex- 
ander III.,' 14,000 tons; battleship Navarin, 
9,500 tons; battleship Sissoi Veliky, 9,000 
tons; armored cruiser Admiral Nakhimoff, 
8,500 tons; and armored cruiser Monomakh, 
5,800 tons. 

“It is uncertain whether the battleship 
Kniaz Souvaroff, 14,000 tons, and the armored 
cruiser Dmitri Donskoi, 5,900 tons, were de- 
stroyed by the Japanese fire or whether they 
were torpedoed and sunk, but it Is certain 
that every vessel partially destroyed by tor- 
- pedoes was crippled in the first place by gun- 
fire. 

“The Japanese fleet had not less than ten 
destroyers, and not less than ten torpedo 
flotillas—five or six first class torpedo boats 
in each of them—altogether more than sixty 
torpedo vessels. The Japanese torpedo flo- 
tillas began the attack-on the disabled Rus- 
sian ships about 4 p. m., more than two hours 
after Admiral Togo had opened fe and after 
the Russian fleet had become thoroughly 
demoralized. Submarine-boats took no part 
in the engagement.”’ | 

Battleships the Backbone. 

Naval experts who are aware of the re- 
ceipt of the above.information here state 
that it confirms the opinions expressed by 
Admiral Dewey, Capt. Wainwright, and oth- 
er members of the general] board immedi- 
ately after the battle, that, while the tor- 
pedo boat was an essential part of the fleet, 
the battieship was its backbone. President 
Roosevelt is firmly of this opinion also. 

There are a good many people who, dazzled 
by the work of the torpedo boats attached 
to Admiral Togo’s command, have gone to 
the extreme of urging the president and sec- 
retary of the navy to stop battleship con- 
»struction and to confine the naval building 
program in the future to torpedo vessels. 
In view of the facts which have come to light 
since the battle of the sea of Japan the naval 
authorities and experts are united in advis- 
ing the country to continue the work of 
creating a fleet wpon the lines already laid 
down—battleships as the main line of de- 
fense, cruisers for scout work, and torpedo 
vessels as auxiliaries. 

The failure of the submarines to take part 
in the action in the straits of Corea is no 
longer considered surprising in view of 
the. fact that the fighting ships were con- 
stantly under way, and the low speed of the 
under water craft prevented them from 
reaching their quarry.

Shea Says He Is Foe to Graft.

sheep, and fn the adjoining house, where the. 
pork butchers work, 230,000 hogs. 

There is, of course, no question as to the 
sanitary value of the abattoir system. A 
rigid inspection is made by the municipal 
health authorities every morning, and meat 
which is at all tainted is immediately 
sprinkled with petroleum, so that it cannot 
be used by any possibility as a food product. 
These condemned animals, which only aver- 
age about one a day, are sold to the proprie- 
tors of the establishments for preparing fer- 
tilizer and other by-products. The public 
establishments are unquestionably clean, 
and administered with the utmost care, but 
they are a foreign product entirely. 

It is extremely doubtful if the system could 


adapted whether it would prove of any value 
in controlling the price of meat. The actual 
killing remains in the hands of’ the indi- 
vidual, and the municipality in fact does 
nothing more than to provide the premises, 
so that there is no reason why a combina- 
tion cannot be made among the butchers, 
even more readily in the public abattoir than 
if they did their killing as in the days of old 
in their own establishments. 

‘ The municipal abattoir, as a matter of 
course, presupposes a monopoly, because the 
killing of cattle anywhere within the city 
limits is forbidden by law, and the meat 
which is brought in from outside necessarily 
must pay a tax equivalent to that required 
for slaughtering operations in the Paris ‘s- 
tablishment. 

Can’t Compare with Chicago. 

Across the canal from the abattoir is the 
cattle market, which contains even'a larger 
area, and yet which is small and scarcely 
worth consideration in comparison with the 
extraordinary establishment which m 
Chicago famous as the meat center of the 
world. This cattle market of La Villette is 
separated into three sections or pavilions, 
one of which has a capacity of 5,080 cattle, 
while on the left hand side there can be 
crowded together 31,300 sheep, and on the 
right side is a combination pavilion accom- 
modating 2,000 calves and about 6,000 hogs. 

They have a way of doing most of their 
slaughtering in the abattoirs on Tuesdays 
and Fridays, the rest of the week being de- 
voted to vieaning up, disposing of the by- 
products, and generally finishing the work. 

As a natural result the cattle market has 

itwo busy days, also, and these are Monday 
and Thursday mornings, just twenty-four 
hours ahead of the supreme activity in the 
slaughter houses. They get their cattle 
from Normandy, Limousin, and Navarre 
‘principally, the supply coming from different 
sections of France, according to the varying 
seasons of the year. 

The farmer frequently gets the worst of it 
in the cattle market at La Villette, even when 
he accompanies ‘his own beasts, and drives a 
personal bargain for their sale. He really 


must be done in the public abattoirs, and, 
while their capacity may not be anywhere 
nearly reached on any one day, individual 
butchers absolutely own for the time being 
the different scalding pans. 

The French farmer, like his American | 
brother, only too frequently drives: his cat- 
tle to market and finds that the large whole- 
sale butchers are indifferent, and prices sag 
for mysterious reasons which the producer 
cannot fathom. He cannot afford to drive 
his cattle back, and he frequently sells them 
for what he can get. On the other hand, I : 
am told, the retail butcher, or the market 
man himself, lacking the necessary capital 
to do business On a large scale, is necessarily 
forced to huy his meat from the wholesale 

tchers. 
ae Wo Influence on Prices. - 

There is frequently an extraordinary dif- 
ference between the retall price of meat ! - 
Paris and the price on the hoof in the cattle 
market out at the end of the Belleville cable 
road. The wholesale butchers of course get 
the greater part of this profit, and it is only 
fair that this should be stated in justice to 
the packing house people in America. 


In many respects the Paris abattoirs are,| 


adequate, Some of the apparatus is not well 
designed for the purposes, but on the whole 
the establishments utilize the by-products 
of the animals slaughtered to an extraordi- 
nary degree, the French scientists having 
long ago led in this line largely through tue 
concentration of the slaughtering business 
and the admirable system of municipal in- 


spection.

As a guerrilla commander he’ was unex- 
celled, and with Presidént Cespedes and 
Agramonte captured Bayamo, Tumas, Jigu- 
ani, and Holguin. In Puerto Principe later } 
Gomez was wn as ‘“‘the terror” on ac- 
‘count of the many defeats he inflicted on the 
Spaniards. 

Made Peace with Campos. 
' When in 1878 Marshal Martinez de Campos 
succeeded in persuading the Cuban leaders 
p to make terms of peace Gomez withdrew to 
Jamaica and then went back to Santo Do- 
mingo, where he Mved_ quietly on a farm 
until the Cuban revolution of 1895 broke 
out and José Marti had been proclaimed 
president. 

From Holguin, in 
the province of Santiago de Cuba, where 
Gomez and Marti landed with fifty well 


his way, inch by inch, up to the gates of 
Havana and into the province of Pinar del 
Rio, frequently crossing Spanish trochas of 
military walls when they were looked upon 
as impassable. He completely outgeneraled 
Marehals de Campos and Weyler, winning 
victory after victory under the most dis 
advantageous conditions. . 
After Cuba had obtained her independence 
there is no doubt that Gomez dould have 
been elected president, but he refused tea 
accept the nomination and would not enter 
politics and declined a pension. 
Gomez was of great service to the Amer- 
ican authorities in bringing about a settle- 
ment of the demands of the disbanded Cuban 
soldiery who were clamoring for arrears of 


pay. In June, 1902, Gomez was appointed 
inspector general of the. rural guard anc 
commander of all the Cuban militia forces. 


. Reward for Gallant Leader. 

In November, 1908, the Cuban government 
presented Gomez with $50,000 in recognition 
of his services and in celebration of his sixty- 
seventh birthday. The general accepted th 
gift, but would not draw any of the mone 
until all the veterans had been paid. On June 
12 last the Cuban house of representatives 
unanimously appropriated $100,000 for th 
benefit of Gen. Gomez. 3 

In May last Gen. Gomez underwent at 
Santiago, Cuba, an operation as the result 
of the spread of ene in an abcess on his 
hand. For a time’ his: life was 
of and his family was summoned to Sanitago, 
but the general recovered sufficiently to be 
mioved to his home in Havana on June7 ona 
special train. Until two days ago he showed 
signs of improyement, but from that time t. 
general failed until the end came. 

Gen. Gomez's last public appearance s 
at Havana on March 23 last on the 
of the visit of the American squadron to that 
port. He spoke at the luncheon given to the 
American officers and eulogized the United 
States’ sacrifices in behalf of Cuba, addi 
that the Cubans would not forget their obi 
gations to the great republic. 

One of the three sons of Gomez, known to 
his friends as Panchito Gomez, was killed 
in December, 1898, when Gen. Antonio Maceo 
met his death in an ambuscade near Havana.

The passenger coaches sustained little in- 
jury, and almost without exception their oc- 
cupants escaped with a shaking up. 


Returning Workmen Are Victims. 

The fatalities and injuries were to the 
crews of the engines and to workmen em- 
ployed by the railroad, who had been repair- 
ing the damages caused by a recent small 
freight wreck at Mount Hope station, near 
this city. — 

They were on their way to their homes, in 
small towns along the Western Maryland, to 
spend Sunday. Not being regular passen- 
gers, they had boarded the baggage Car and 
engine. When the crash came the more for- 
tunate, who were on the engine, Jumped or 
were thrown from the teain, and were only 
injured. 

Those in the baggage car were terribly 
mangled, and the crews of all three engines 
were killed.

Springfield, IL, June 17.—[Special. }—Attor- 
ney General Stead declares that it is egal 
to hold street fairs in any city. His opinion 
was requested by the state board of agri- 
culture as the result of reports submitted 
by the Effingham and Greene county agri- 
cultural boards and the Pree Corn associa. 
tion for the purpose of securing $200 in ap- 
propriations. 

The attorney general's opinion, however, 
is that neither organization is entitled to that 
amount, 

The opinion, in part is as follows? te 

*““It will be noted the legislature contem- 
plates that the agricultural society shall 
eontrol the place where the exhibition is fo 
be held. For the benefit of exhibiters and 
patrons and for the protection of the general 
public, the legislature has vested said s0- 
cieties. with certain powers and conferred 
upon .them certain privileges. 

Likewise, it has charged them with 
tain duties. It has charged them with the 
duty of keeping and maintaining order on 
or about the grounds or place of holding stich 
fair. Further, it has charged them with the 
duty of not allowing or licefising any wheel 
of fortune, or other gambling device. 

“If a fair is he!d upon the streets of a city 
the agricultural society has no control’what- 
ever over the conduct of persons attending 
the exhibition: It cannot maintain peace or 
good order in the streets, nor can it prohibit 
gaming or selling of intoxicating liquors at 
or near a place. | 

“ Moreover, it is illegal and unlawful to 
hold a fair upon the streets of any city. Itis 
not to be supposed that the legislature ap- 
propriated the sum of $200 annually to the 
county or other agricultural society for 4 
fair which, when held in public streets, ig 
violative to public law. 

‘‘T am of the opinion, therefore, that the 
agricultural society which holds fairs upon 
the public streets of a city has not complied 
with the law governing these matters, nor 
with the act of May 18, 1905, and is not em 
titled to money appropriated by said act te 
county or other agricultural society for: 
fairs.””

RAILROADS 
CUT MEANS RUIN. 


‘Rate Redtiction by State 
on Illinois Freight May 
Be Disastrous. 


GIVE SIDE OF THE ROADS. 


Officials Admit Shippers Are Til 
Treated, but Argue Against : 
‘Change. | 
| 


These are ticklish times for the gate Ss 


officérs of railroads the mileage of which 
lies wholly or largely within the state of 
Illinois and with revenues mostly derived 
from earnings on freight carried within the 
borders of the state. It appears to be the 
general opinion of those who have been at- 
tending the rate hearings before the railway 
and warehouse commission that an order is 
to be entered for a reduction, and that it will 
be horizontal. Now they are mee 
disastrous the consegences would be 
them. 


The officials that 
many of the shippers have just cause for 
complaint of the treatment by the railroads 
and they admit that on the showing made by 
the railroads themselves, it is ’* up to ” the 
commission to order a reduction in rates. 


| How great the cut will be is a question that 


is worrying the railroad men. They are hop- 
ing and praying it will not be more than 10 
per cent, if a horizontal cut is ordered, and 
they fear the public demand will Insist on a 
25 per cent reduction. The railroads realize 
the péople of Hiinois have had examples of 
heavy. reductions in freight tariffs in the 
neighboring states of Missour!, Kansas, Ne- 
braska, and lowa, and they are afraid the 
Illinois commission will be equally 


. gent in its action. 


Tell of Fear of benbvustey, 


Witnedses for some of the railroads before 
the commission testified that a 5 per cent 
reduction in the tariffs would drive some of 
the roads into bankruptcy. While the facts 
did not bear out the statement in the ease of 
the Louisville and Nashville, although H. P. 
Conick of that road made it, the officials in- 


sist there are some roads in the sts te which | 


would. be embarrassed financially by a re- 
duction in rates. Those staggering under a 
heavy load of aqueous capitalization, it is 
pleaded, hardly could stand the strain of a 
10 per cent reduction in tariff rates, particu- 
larly when three-fourths of their revenue is. 
derived from Tllinois freight. 

There are no two roads which have strug-: 
gied harder in the fight before the commis- 
sion for a maintenance of the present sched- ; 
ule of tariffs than the Chicago ard Alton 


“and the Chicago and Eastern Illinois, and 


they assign as the reason that they would 
face the hardest proposition in case a heavy 
reduction is ordered. Not only do both of 
these lines have the largest proportion of 
their mileage in this state—th the case of the 
Alton it is more than three-quarters—but 
also the principal source of their revenue 
comes from the freight which they carry in- 
side the borders. 


-Alton’s Situation Most Desperate. 

Of the two roads the case of the Alton 
is the most desperate, according to the man- 
agement, owing to its excesmive and illegal 
capitalization, which in Illinois amounts to 
$138,744 a mile, From the officials’ own fig- 
ures it appears that a horizontal reduction of 
10 per cent in freight rates in this state, if 
ordered by the commission, would reduce 
the revenue by almost as much as is needed 
to pay the 4 per cent dividend on the out- 
Standing preferred stock of the, company. 
The earnings from Illinois freight, by the 
Alton, equal ut two-thirds of the total 
earnings for thé state, and nearly one-half 
of the gross from the entireline. These esti- 
mates were supplied by officials and are a 
basis for their sudden “ plea for mercy.” 

The total earnings from operation from the’ 
entire Alton road, 897 miles, is $11,480,827 
and the proportion for Illinois as given by 
its own figures is $9,197,203. Of this Dlinois 
earning, $5,910,697 is derived from freight. 

If there should be a 10 per cent reduction 
in this state the loss to the Alton would be 

1,069, or within $160,000 of the amount 
necessary to pay dividends upon that part | 


of the capital stock attributable to the Illi- 
nois portion ofthe line, upon which dividends 
now are paid. Even with the present rates, 


the officials declare, the earnings for 1004 ' 


were not sufficient to pay on the common 
stock. 


Would “Jeopardize Bond Interest.” 


Should the commission order a feduction of 
more than 10 per cent, as the shippers are 
now urging, the .losse in revenue wouid 
amount to $1,477,672, or more than the total] 
of the dividend, and it would jeopardize the 
bond tnterest. Railroad officials have de

The Alton's operating expenses now are only 
65.5 per cent of its grose earning -, or as low 
as those of any road in the state. Moreover, 
the average wage wage paid, including salaries of 
executive officers, is only $1.08 a day, as 
against an average of §2.12 | paid by all the 
roads in the state. |

All Are Watching Russia. | 

The reigning house of Denmark is too close- 
ly allied by ties of blood and of friendship to 
that of Sweden—the crown princess of Den- 
mark being the only child of the late king of 
Sweden—to admit of any one of Ks princes 
becoming ruler of Norway in defiance of 
King Oscar’s wishes, and Prince Louis Bona- 
parte, whose name has been put forward, is 
too “much identified with Russia, in whose 
army he has been serving for so many years, 
to render it conceivable that his presence 
on. the throne at Christiania would be tol- 
erated for one moment by Germany, Sweden, 
and Great Britain, all of whom are equally 
interested in» preventing the czar from ob- 
taining an port on tue Atlantic. And 
Tromso, one of the most northerly of Nor- 
wegian towns, with a magnificent harbor on 
the Atlantic, Mes within less than twenty 
miles of the border line of Finland—that is to 
say, of Russia—and would, of course, be 
soon available for Muscovite use, military

Similar to Belgian Situation. 

The situation is not unlike that which pre- 
vaiied after the Belgian revolution in 1830, 
when “les braves Belges " rose against their 
Dutch monarch, cut themselves adrift from 
Holland, and began looking for a king of their 
own. The crown was tendered to quite a 
large number of princes, among others to the 
late Duc de Nemours, all of whom refused it. 
with so much promptitude apd even contempt 
that one of the popular French caricaturists 
of the day was moved to the publication of a 
cartoon representing a prosperous looking 
Parisian bourgeois leaving hie home in the 
morning for his business and instructing his 


o* Donne” that “if any one calle while I am 


out to tender me the Belgian crown, for the 
love of God say that my business engage- 
ments will not permit me to accept it.” 

It was not until after many months, indeed, 
nearly a year later, that. Prince Leopold >f 
Saxe-Coburg, widower of Princess Charlotte 
of England, allowed himeelf to be induced to 
accept the crown, and was thereupon duly 
elected, his reign being inaugurated by an 
invasion of his dominions by the Dutch, 
which was only repulsed with the assistance 
of King Louis Philippe of France, whose 
er Louise, Leopold thereupon mar- 

ed. 

Nor was it until considerably afterwards 
that Austria, Prussia, and Russia consented 
to recognize a kingdom that owed its ex- 
istence to a nationalist revolution against 
the monarch whom they insisted was the 
lawful ruler not only of Holland but also of 
the latter’s rebellious Belgian provinces. . 

King Leopold had already previously de- 
clined the throne of Greece, to which he had 
been elected by the people at Athens, shortly 


after the termination of their war of inde- 


pendence which resulted in their liberation

Bavaria, who reigned for a number of years 
at Athens before finally being deposed and 
exiled by his turbulent subjects. 


Greek Throne Unattractive. 


The Hellenic throne thereupon remained 
vacant for some time, and so chaotic were 
the conditions which ensued at Athens that 
the great powers finally decided to cotp- 
erate in helping the Greek nation to secure a 
king who would restore order and bring 
to an end all the turmoil and confusion. 
Not even the pledges given by the great 
powers of their support nor their guar. 
antee of a civil list could render the 
Hellenic crown sufficiently attractive to 
the majority of those to whom it was 
offered, and ‘who included King Ed- 
ward's sailor brother, Prince Alfred, after- 
wards duke of Edinburgh and Coburg, and 
even the earl of Derby, the latter declarin 
that he preferred the life.of an English 
nobleman to a continental throne. ) 

Finally it was tendered to Prince William 
of Denmark, who was serving at the time 
as a midshipman in the English navy. He 
happened to be mastheaded for some breach 
of discipline, when, without any previous 
warning, the delegates of the Greek nation 
and the representatives of the great powers 
came on board his ship to ask him whether 
he was willing to become king of Greece.

Germany Deférred to France. 
Thereupon Field Marshal Prim tendered 


the Spanish throne to Prince Leopold of 
Hohenzollern, and the latter had expressed 
his readiness to accept it, when at the last 
moment he was ordered by old Emperor 
William of Germany to decline it, in defer- 
ence to French susceptibilities. It was only 
when the Paris cabinet made a demand on 


the aged emperor that he should pledge his } 


word never at any time to permit his cousin 
Leopold to become a candidate for the throne 
of Spain, that he showed those signs of re- 
sentment which ied to the war of 1870. Fi- 
nally, Amadeus, duke of Aosta, brother of 


the late king Humbert, accepted the throne, | 


but finding himself boycotted by the aris- 
toocracy and viewed with ill will by the peo- 
ple, he abdicated in disgust, after a brief 
reign of two years in Madrid. : 
Without going so ‘ar back as to the difi- 
culties experienced by the Swedes a century 
ago in finding a prince willing to rule over 
them—they ended. by asking Napoleon I. to 
select for their future ruler one of his gen- 
erals, who founded the now: reigning dynasty 
of Bernadotte—I need only refer to the many 
vicissitudes experienced by the Roumanians 
and the Bulgarians in connection with the 
Gliling of their respective thrones. 
After the deposition of Prince Couza, the 
last of the Hogpodars, toward the mid- 
die of the last century, the Roumanians 
sought in vain for a time to,find a 
suitable prince prepared to take up his 
residence at Bucharest and to rule over 
them. Finally, in despair at the refusals 
which they encountered in every quar- 
ter, they appealed for advice to Napoleon 
III., and proferred their crown to his cousin, 
Jerome, better known by his sobriquet of 


“Pion Pion.” The latter, however, was not 


posed to forfeit his prospects of succes- 
on to the imperial throne of France—there 
was only the delicate little prince imperial 
between himself and the crown—by expatri- 
ating himself, although he was pressed to 


do so by Empress Eugénie and others at 


the court of the Tulleries, who were 


to get him out of the way. . 

King Disguised as Footman. | 
Thereupon Emperor Napoleon suggested 
Charlies of Hohenzollern, son of that Prince 
jAnthony of Hohenzollern who had been his 
playmate as a boy, and who had maintained 
the most fraternal relations with him sub- 
sequently. Napoleon knew full well that this 
nomination would meet with general ap- 
proval at Berlin, the court which he was most 
anxious to conciliate at the time. Charles, 
thus backed by France and Prussia, though 
bitterly opposed by Russia and Austria, man- 
aged, in spite of the Austrian efforts to bar 
his way, to reach Roumania, disguised in the 
livery of a footman, and assumed possession 


of the Roumanian throne, which he has re- } 


tained ever since. Childless, and with no 
hope of ever again becoming a father, he 
first of all adopted his eldest nephew, Prince 
‘Wiliam of Hohenzollern, as his son, and 


‘designated him as his successor, the pririce. 


‘being proclaimed heir to the throne with 
much pomp and! solemnity’ 1888. But a 
year later William renounced rights of 
succession to his younger brother, Ferdi- 
wand, declaring that he prefe-red the life of 
@ nonreigning prince in Germany to the re- 
strictions and disadvantages inherent to the 
‘possession of a throne, either in A ia 
or anywhere else. : 

After the abdication of Prince Alexander 
vinitza, and whose 
brother, Prince Louis,of Battenberg, is on 
the eve of visiting the United States in com- 
mand of the newly formed English cruiser 
squadron, M. Stambouloff, who.was prime 
minister of Bulgaria at the time, sent dele- 


gates to almost every court in Europe to : 
ascertain whether there was any chance of 


an acceptance of the vacant throne in case 
the offer were made. In most of the cap- 
itals of the old world a contemptuous nega- 
tive was returned to the inquiries of the 
Bulgarian emissaries, and the only royal 
prince who seemed in any way disposed to 
take the matter under consideration was 
Waldemar, the sailor son of the king of 
Denmark, who was pressed to accept it by 
his ambitious: and brilliant French wife, 
Marie of Orleans, daughter of the duc de 
Chartres. But after consulting with his 
brother-in-law, the late emperor of Russia. 
and his brother, King George of Greece, he 
finally rejected the offer in a Manner calcu- 
lated to inflict no little injury to the pride of 
the Bulgarians, since his letter of refusal 
pointed out in so many words that he pre- 
ferred the freedom and prestige of a prince 
of the house of Denmark to the disadvan 
tages consequent upon his acceptance o. 
their crown. 

More refusals followed, and the Bulgarians 
were at their wits’ end, when finally it was 
suggested to them by Count Eugene Zichy. 
who happened to be at Sofia at that time, 
that his ihtimate friend, the nonroyal Prince 


Ferdinand of Coburg, might possibly be dis- |” 


posed to accept the vacant throne. Accord- 
ingly, a delegation was hastily dispatched to 
BHbenthal, the Austrian country seat of the 
prince, *“‘to lay at his feet,” figuratively 
speaking, the Bulgarian crown, which, after 
a considerable show of reluctarce and hesi- 
tation, he accepted, fully ir: pressing upon the 
Bulgarians that he did so from a sense of 
duty and at a great sacrifice of comfort, 
tastes, and money. 

If today Prince Leopold of England is sov- 
ereign duke of Saxe-Coburg and Gotha-—~he 
will complete his-minority and assume the 
reins of government next month—it is be- 
cause his uncle, the duke of Connaught, and 
the latter’s only son, Arthur, waived their 
rights to the crown of Saxe-Coburg and 
Gothajin his favor, declaring that they pre- 
ferred the existence of nonregnant princes 
of the blood in England to the possession of s 
continental throne.

Ottawa, Ont., June Corre- 
spondence. )—Lawrier’s prestige in the coun- 
try at large is strengthened by this week's 
federal by-elections in Ontario. Parliament 
was repeatedly told by the spokesmen and 
organs of the opposition before Sutherland's 
death made a vacancy in North Oxford and 
Hyman’s appointment as minister of public 
works necessitated his retlection in London, 
that Laurier dared not open a constituency 
anywhere in Ontario.

Then came the introduction of the north- 
west .autonomy bills, with their separate 
school clauses and so-called interference 
with provincial righta, a policy safe to wreck 
any government, according to tory views, 
and the longed for opportunity to test public 
opinionanew, The result shows that Laurier 
ts more than ever the triumphant custodian 
es. 


Government Considers Indian Schools. 


The government is investigating the ques- 
tion of Indian education. It has become evi- 
dent the compétition of the churches in estab- 
lishing Indian schools in the northwest cannot 
continue, Facts brought:to light at the Pres- 
byterian assembly in Kingston make it evi- 
dent that so far at least as the Protestant 
bodies are concerned the Protestants will 
have to come together and agree on a plan 
of operation if they hope to save their ex- 
isting schools and prevent the government 
taking over the entire outfit. In three years 
the Regina Presbyterian Industria] School 
for Indians has accumulated a deficit of $13,- 
000, and the question of cloging it up alto- 
gether is seriously contemplated. 

Inthe northwest there are ten industrial 
schools besides some eighty day schools and 
forty boarding schools. In all Canada of the 
total number of Indian schools the Roman 
Catholics are carrying on 104, the Church of 
England 88, the Methodists 46, the Presby- 
terlane 15, and the Salvation army 1. The

Representations have been made to the

those that American firms have hesitated to 
undertake in face of the penalties that might 
be inflicted under existing conditions. There 
are many heavy Canadian contracts pending 
which will require American machinery and 
equipment; where it would be for the advan- 
tage of the country to invite American con- 
tractors to tender. -To shut the door tight 
in cases of this sort against American com~ 
petition might hamper Canadian labor in- 
terests to a sreater extent than is generally 


understood, 


Talk of West India Federation. : 


Confederation of the West Indies and Can- 
ada is pushed to the front again’in the 
Canadian parliament as well as in the im- 
perial house of commons by a combination of 
events, helped by communications in leading 
American dailies, indicating the renewal of 
the movement in the West Indies to unite 
those possessions to the United States. Ca- 
nadian commercial interests in the West 
Indies are urging the matter on the atten- 
tion of “the ruling party” at Ottawa, and 
West Indian business men interested in Ca- 
nadian trade are favoring the two countries 
coming together under the one federal gov- 
ernment seated at Ottawa. Representatives 
of Canadian commercial houses who recently 
have visited the West Indies state they find 
a growing disposition to draw nearer to the 
Dominion and that some of the prominent 
men of the islands had gone so far as to defi- 
nitely advocate confederation with Canada. | 


Chinese in British Columbia. 


There are this year fully 20,000 Chinamen 
settled in British Columbia, notwithstand- 
ing the poll tax, and a constant movement 
of population is going on between Chine and 
Canada. Since the poll tax was raised to 
what was expected would be a prohibitory 
figure—$500eChinese immigration apparent- 
ly ceaged, and yet in some mysterious way 
the Chinese population keeps on increasing. 
It te evident a lot of smuggling is going on, 
not only of Chinese immigrants but of Chi- 
nese goods.

“You know,” he began by saying, ‘ ‘hat the ol ané 
haughty house of Soffareno is represented now only by the 
young marchesa, who is at present lying at the point of 
death. ‘Twenty years ago, however, when the old marquis 
was alive, the Soffareno were in the full zenith of prosper- 
@y and fortune, The Marquis Vincentio bad married the 
fairest lady in. Pisa, and she had brought him two lovely 
sniidren, a boy—the one who died the other day—and a 
gif, the young Marchesa Helena. Ever since the nuptials 
she palace had been given up to feasting and festivity.

painter, by name Andrea Chiatto. He was not a native.of 
Disa for, it seemed, of Tuscany.

“It was remarked that Andrea Chiatto lingered on in 
Pisa, although the houses of the nobility were ho longer 
open to him, and he could scarcely hope to accomplish 
much in the way of his profession as a portrait painter 
after the catastrophe. He continued to keep his myste- 


rious light burning through the unhallowed hours of dark- 
ness, and the belief in his magic powers, among the lower

Chiatto stipulated that a room should be 
set apart for the reception of the picture, and that he 
should be permitted to come at his own time and place it 
on the walls. He required the key of the room to be sent 
to him fn advance, and insisted that no one.should enter it 
tii his work was accomplished. He would bring his own 
ladder and such other instruments as were necessary for 
the fixing of pictures, and no person was to question him, 
coming or going. 

“Having obtained these concessions the painter ar- 
rivéd at the palace one morning at the hour of dawn with 
@ conveyance on which were two-immense and’ unwieldy 
packages. Assisted by the driver of the wagon, Chiatto 
carried these to the appointed room and locked himself in 
alone. For the next ten or twenty minutes sounds af ham- 
mering were heard and the shifting of furniture from place 
to place. Finally, the artist summoned his driver, and, 
docking the door behind them, they carried back the bulkier 
Of the two packages to the vehicle.

Year Test Generally Decisive. 

The usual rule in these offices is to leave - 
* men at the salary he begine on for a year. 
Then he is either kt know that he is not 
wanted or is given an increase of $2 a week. 
Two dollars more than this is the highest 
that be may hope to go.as a mere clerk, and 
to get. more he inust show that he hae the 
ability to fill an executive position of even 
the smallest sort. If he has he will be given 
euch a position within two or three years of 

_his start. There are more positions of this 
sort, corporalships in the business world, and 
worth between $20 and $25 a week, in the 
large packing firm’s office than in any other 
kind of business. A man displaying any un- 
usual degree of aptitude for the business 
should be able to land in one of them within 
three years. If he does not he may count 
himself a failure in this line. ‘ 

But if he does get into one of these minor 
chiefships he is in a better position to work 
right on. up to the top than most men are. 
uaere is always room at thé top in the big 
packing firm, and the custom of taking men 
from the minor positions when a big promo- 
tion is to be made is religiously adhered to in 
most instances. This means that it is, atthe 

worst, only @ question of time before the 
g00Gd man will be advanced. But he must be 
good in his line, for efficiency is a prime 
requisite here. He will have charge of sey- 
eral clerks, possibly as many as a dozen, and 

she will have ample opportunity to show that 

he, has the gift of handling men besides

Better Grip on Bammer.

Work Unnatural for Man: = Result of Evolution 
By Ada May Krecker. 


HE idle hands that have long been 
poetized as mischievous hands have 
now been scientized by Lester F. Ward, 


the most eminent American sociologist, , 


| as savage hands. 

Man, au naturel, did not and could not 
work, and were it not for the blesse@artifices 
of war and slavery, argues Prof. Ward, he 
might still be living in indolently barbarous 


naturalness, ignorant of an eight hour day, 


a union label league, nay, even a strike, not 
to a world full. of other matters 
such as industry and commerce, factories 
and furnaces; ignorant, too, of one of human- 


“Yty’s most zestful delights. For having ac- 


quired the faculty of work through harmoniz- 
ing body and mind to its conditions man 
found it to be second nature which contrib- 
uted the supreme satisfaction of all the proc- 
esses of nature. 

In submitting that we are alr by first na- 
ture prone to lovely leisure rather than to 
lovelier labor, Prof. Ward says: “ Econo- 
mists, socialists, statesmen, and Industrial 
reformers, however widely they may differ 
on other matters, are agreed-that all value 
in the economic sense fis due to labor, but 
most of them talk as though labor was nat- 
ural to man and as though the main ques- 
tion was how to give men work enough to do. 


* * 

Problem: How to Make Men Work. 

'“ However this may be in civilized socie- 
ties now, nothing is more certain than that 
the original problem was how to make men 
work. It does not seem to be seen that the 
htiman race has been radically transformed 
ir, this respect, and that the modern indus- 
trious artisan or laborer is utterly unlike his 
primitive ancestor. We can gain some little 
idea of this difference by comparing him 
with the North American Indian, especially 
with those tribes that have adhered to their 
tribal customs and adopted none of the 
habits of Europeans. 

“ Still, only those who have had consider- 
able to do with these races realize how im- 
possible it is for them to do anything that 
we call work. The total lack of the power 
of application, especially among the men, 
ig an almpst universal characteristic, 

“Not that they do not often follow the 
chase for sustained periods, and they will 
also spend hours in fashioning a boat, but 
here the end is immediately before them 
and the fruiting is to be theirs the moment 
the end is attained. These are dns vd that 
absent labor proper. | 


Work Instinct Love of 


“The instinct of workmanship is simply 


the love of, or pleasure in, activities that im- 
mediately satisfy desires, and which satis- 
faction is constantly and vividly before the 
mind, Labor in the conventional Renae pos- 
sesaes. no such stimulus. 


“and it may be safely inferred from all 
that is known of actual savages and primi- 
tive peoples that join to the period of social 
integration, and at the beginning of the 
period of conquest, mankind, both the con- 
quered and the conquering races, were ut- 

terly incapable of sustained labor, and had 
no conception of it. Men of that type would 
be perfectly worthless in the industrial 


How Did Man to Work? 

“ Now, contrasting the disciplined laborer 
of modern society with the undisciplined sav- 
age, and admitting that the former has been 
transformed from the latter, this enormous 
and all important change in human character 


has to be accounted for. 
“How did man learn to work? Did the 


needs of existence teach him seif-denial,, 


tone down his wild, unsettled nature, and 
discipline his mind and body to daily toil? 
Not at all. It is safe to say that, if left to 
these influences, man would have never 
learned to labor. It required some other 
influence far more imperative and coercive. 
In a word, nothing short of slavery could 
ever have accomplished this. 

“This was the social mission of human 
slavery—to convert mere activity into true 
labor. The aim of the conquering race was 
to gain the maximum advantage from the 
conquest. The conquered race possessed lit- 
tle that could be seized as booty. This would 
be soon consumed and gone. The only thing 
the conquered race possessed that had any 
permanent or.continued value ‘was its power 
of serving the conqueror. This could not 
eacape the mind of the latter, however low 
his stage of intelligence, and as a matter 
of fact and of history, so far as these are 


known, this has been perceived and generally - 


acted upon. The women and the warriors, at 
least, and as many others as were needed, 
were enslaved and compelled to serve the con- 
quering race. 
* 
Motive of Labor 

** The motive to labor is no longer this desire 
to enjoy the fruitsof labor. This is never suf- 
ficient to induce primitive man to perform 
prolonged and arduous tasks. The motive 


now is the fear of the lash.

Not 
only is all normal exercise of the faculties 
a satisfaction, but at bottom all pleasure, 
all enjoyment, and all good consist in the 
normal exercise of the faculties. | 

“ All want and all pain and the whole of 
the so-called ‘ weltschmerz’ are due to re- 
straints of one kind or another to such ex- 
ercise. When there is no other form of the 
pain there remaine the form called ennui, 
which is the most intolerable of all and 
which is the chief form in which it is experi- 
enced by the leisure class.

Season it all with 
pepper, salt, and grated nutmég, and mix. 
well. Put a tablespoonful of this mixture 
into each bird, and lay the latter into a pie 
dish previously lined with a little of the force- 
meat, arranging little rolls of thinly cut 
bacon and slices of hard boiled egg between 
the layers and dotting the surface with tiny 
morsels of butter. Cover down the pie with 
nice paste, making a hole in the center, and 
decorating this with ornamental leaves of 
the pastry. Bake in a moderate oven. Be- 
fore serving pour a gill of clear, rich gravy 
into the pie through the opening. 

SCALLOPED PIGEONS.—Remove the fil- 
lets from the breasts of four pigeons, halving 
each, and thus making eight pieces. Put < 
these fillets into a pan with two mushrooms, 
one ounce of butter, one bay leaf, the juice 
of half a lemon, and a tablespoonful of port 
wine, and let it simmer till cooked. Mean- 
while halve four sheep’s kidneys, season 
with pepper, and dip each into liquefied but- 
ter. When the pigeon fillets are cooked lay 
a half fillet into a well buttered scallep shell, 
previously dusted with spiced bread crumbs, 
lay a halved kidney on each, then cover this 
again with three trimmed mushrooms, also 
dipped in butter, and strew liberally with the 
spiced bread crumbs, Place the shells in a 
hot oven, and as soon as the mushrooms are 
cooked the dish is ready. Serve the shells o 
a napkin, garnished with sliced lemon and 
parsley. 

PIGEONS IN CUCUMBER.—Halvea 
cucumber lengthwise, peel thinly, and hollow 
out each half: Now siice the meat from the 
breasts of four pigeons, season With pepper 
and salt, and stew them gently in rich stock 
with some eliced truffies. When par-cooked 
pack the meat in four blocks in one-half of 
the cucumber, laying a dressed lamb’s kid- 
ney between each, and strew with sliced 
truffle. Cover with the other half cucumber, 

tying this into shape with tape in three or 
four places. Now place the cucumber in a 
shallow pan that will hold it without break- 
ing, pour the liquor in which the pigeons 
were par-cooked over it, and simmer it gently 
tih the cucumber is tender. Now lift it out, 
Grain, pour a well beaten egg over it, dust 
with fine bread crumbs, and set before the fire 
tin of a nice golden brown color, basting it 
occasionally with butter in the process. Dish 
on stewed artichokes, covered with, thick 
brown gravy, and a garnish of watercress. 

PIGEONS IN SPANISH ONIONS. —F luck, 
cleanse, and bone some young, small, and 
plump pigeons, remove the heads and blanch 
the birds, Peel and blanch as many large 
onions as you have birds, removing the cen~- 
ters and pressing the pigeons into the spaces 
thus left.
